The Area Test for Tuberculosis 


The area test for tuberculosis idea which very new 
this country and, which some may seem impractical, 
but the area test bound come and when full swing will 
result the eradication tuberculosis from cattle the 
United States. 

Wisconsin already has passed laws which 
are similar those governing drainage districts, with which 
are familiar. securing signatures petition from 
given proportion the herd owners county, that 
county may put under the called area test for tubercu- 
losis; when all owners the county will required have 
their cattle tested for tuberculosis under the direction 
veterinarian charge the area work that section. 


These owners also are required abide the ‘‘area” 
rules for cleaning tuberculosis wherever may found 
the county. recently visited Barron County, Wiscon- 
sin, where area test was under way. The County Agent 
informed that 40,000 cattle had been tested and only two 
reactors found. Two other animals were suspicious. This 
most remarkable record and when few area tests have 
been completed, and the areas declared free from the disease, 
this manner eradication will undoubtedly spread the 
accredited herd idea has gone over the country during the 
past year.

GOVERNING THE SELECTION 
the first place, one the things that should have the 
most weight, all things else being equal, personal prefer- 
ence. That man most apt succeed whose work with 
things interested from unselfish motives, and who 
takes sentimental interest with his herd. The next point 
considered might well the breed’s adaptibility the 
local environment, and also its popularity and distribution 
the community. This has very marked influence upon 
the sale breeding stock, isolated herds find more 
attract prospective purchasers than those that 
are communities which such herds are plentiful. The 
type product that the owner wishes produce, such 
market milk, cream butter, whether this product 
sold the general market whether special market 
developed for conditions are ever changing 
and those that present themselves one beginner for solu- 
tion may not the same ones that another must solve, 
largely matter that must settled the individual 
THE BREED 
After you have decided the breed the next thing 
thorough study the breed. This study can 
made from the large quantities literature that are available. 
well study some early history, especially that 
foundation, and then improvement methods. the breed 
has any faults that the improvers have tried eliminate 
well know that too. Become familiar with early fami- 
lies and strains breeding, well their origin 
cesses; carry this study down the present time, familiarizing 
yourself with out-standing animals and breeders 
well know the rules and regulations governing the reg- 
istration the offspring. This requires much reading and 
study, but should very fascinating the individual 
who interested them, and should not require any 
more than the time recuired it. 


LEARN THE BREED 
course you can read this also your books breeds, 
but while this will help you greatly yet you can not learn the 
type this way. You must see the living animal and study 
the points which you have read. This should not this 
time difficult, for Guernseys are very widely distributed 


and beside every fair and show where 
dairy cattle are shown you will find them 
well represented. money and time 
well spent for the beginner attend good shows and visit 
many good herds possible before making his purchase. 
studying type and breeding, often able save not 
only much money when makes his selection, but builds 
his herd better foundation. 

will noticed that even our best breeders may have 
some things they emphasize about animal way that 
makes appear differently than does another breeder. 
Many these are really minor points and not gen- 
eral thing detract from add the general value the ani- 
mal. all such cases the prospective beginner must the 
judge how much credit shall allowed such points 
when selects his animals. After the beginner has had the 
privilege examining many representative herds will 
then form his own mind the ideal type Guernseys. This 
type must firmly fixed the beginner’s mind and should 
the uppermost point considered when starting herd. 
the only method follow that will reasonably sure 
animals reognized breeding. You must have type 
your ideal and then constantly strive improve that type. 


SELECTING FOUNDATION STOCK 


you have made thorough study the are 
now ready select your herd foundation. the first place 
not look too much the reputation that the breeder has 
made sales the show ring, but make effort get 
the individual animal near your selected type possible 
and with good breeding possible. Many times small 
breeder may able supply you just good animals 
one with good big reputation. Too many times beginners 
pay too much for the name the breeder. sure that you 
are buying healthy animals and from healthy herd. Con- 
tagious abortion and tuberculosis are two diseases that are 
wide spread, best demand tuberculin test th- 
seller with the privilege sixty day retest your own vet- 
well keep mind that not all men are 
honest they might well make reasonable 
efforts deal with breeders that you have every reason 
feel are doing business the square. 


Buy 


the most common mistake for the beginner buy too 
many animals rather than too always best start 
with few animals and grow into the business rather than 
try start with too large herd. large start frequently 
embarrasses the owner financially and then the beginner 
does not understand the best methods caring for all the 
animals first. This must learned experience and 
easily understood that with large number animals greater 
chances for failure are sure result. large number 
animals are purchased found new herd, usually 
best hire experienced herdsman. Most our greatest 
breeders, especially our constructive breeders, have started 
very small way. Our advice the beginner would be, 
start with very small herd and take your time about grow- 
ing; your herd will doubt better one doing. 


QUARANTINE 
course realize that the beginner going make 
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every effort purchase only healthy animals, but even so, 
one can reasonably sure that these same animals will 
not exposed some disease their way the farm 
herd the purchaser. For this reason whenever new 
breeding animal purchased, should quarantined away 
from the rest the animals for least twenty-one days and 
careful watch maintained detect any disease that may 
this procedure carried out properly may 
sometimes the means preventing the introduction 
serious disease among your herd. 
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FEEDING 

Success with high class cattle does not appear soon 
you have learned recognize superior type any means. 
There another thing that goes hand hand with good 
breeding and this good feeding. The principles good 
feeding can learned largely from books, but practical feed- 
ing learned only from experience. Feeding itself 
art and something that always changing. There 
something new learned almost every day. You could take

The selection sire, therefore, the keynote 
the breeder’s arch; success failure depend more upon 
the sires chosen than any other one thing that can men- 
tioned. 

First note the selection sire his individual 
merit. The Guernsey breed cattle only forty fifty years 
ago, were very rough, and the majority them, very ugly 
looking beasts, with badly sloping rumps, ewe necks, slack 
back the shoulders; most faulty shaped udders, great 
bottle shaped teats while the fore udders were universally 
bad. Whatever improvement has been made this respect 
over the original breed characteristics, that much artificial. 
That much the animals owe careful mating, weeding and 
selection and many called The 
natural tendency, therefore, ever towards reversion the 
original inferior type. The greatest pains must taken 
discard any sire sight (regardless what milk and butter 
records may behind him) who gives evidence such de- 
terioration. not mean that ignore production, but 
would not use bull one out cow that was decidedly 
faulty any the particulars have named, for do- 
ing you are only breeding backwards instead forwards. 
Such faults are bound appear not the first, most cer- 
tainly the second generation; they are the first signs 
reversion towards the original ungainly type towards which 
there ever present natural tendency revert.

man who sees more pure bred Guernsey cow than 
what able extract from her udder not breeder 
all, beis only milkman; such man does not deserve 
and should not attempt have, anything better his 
place than common grade cattle. Some general principles 
may laid down guide for the novice the selection 
stud bull and the females which mated. 
Perfection has not yet been attained and very few bulls 
cows either are good but that they might better. 

The selection either males females should the 
principle that chain stronger than its weakest link; 
that fairly good all round perfection far better than ani- 
mals with decided fault however perfect superior they may 
all other respects. 

The sire least should perfect individual merit 
possible find and that one’s purse can secure. 

should thoroughly masculine bull indicated 
the shorter, broader head and face, massive neck and heavy 
shoulders, rather narrow rounded hips. fact quite 
the opposite all respects thoroughly feminate female. 
The selection effeminate built bulls has nothing whatever 
recommend only mating thoroughly masculine 
males with thoroughly feminate females that can hope 
produce the highest type either. very common and 
entirely mistaken notion select bulls from called 
characteristics such wide hips, thin shoulders, fine necks. 
Because bull has heavy massive neck and rather thick 
and deep about the shoulders more sign that his 
daughters will built that way than because man grows 
beard his have shave. The very reverse 
this the fact. overgrown sire, however attractive 
may appear should discarded sight; will invariably 
prove delusion and snare. 
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Every breed family farm stock has limit size. 
Kept their natural level there safety, but attempt 
increase the size much above that level court disas- 
ter. over-grown bull almost certain breed coarse- 
ness, and when herd run that direction 
the way running out. With nearly fifty years’ experience 
breeding and dealing with horses, cattle and swine, may 
say that have yet meet with over-grown sire that 
proved satisfactory one. 

advise always select medium sized sire the 
highest individual merit and depend rather large roomy 
females produce the required size, this way and this 
way only, with liberal feeding, can breeder expect pro- 
duce good size and retain high quality. 

After medium sized masculine bull the highest individ- 
ual merit located out well balanced cow with good 
shaped udder, well placed teats even length, comes the 
question milk and butter production found the 
dam and especially the granddams. 

fairly good all round pedigree containing numerous sec- 
ond and third and fourth prize animals, and good number 
cows giving over the average quantity milk butter 
recommended rather than one containing one two 
exceptional animals either champion prize winners phe- 
nomenal producers. Many times these champion animals 
are merely freaks flukes that are never known produce 
son daughter above mediocrity. No, the champion win- 
ners usually come from all round good animals rather than 
from breeding champions champions. The trouble 
champion too artificial, too far above the common paren- 
tage reproduce himself. like the pendulum 
clock the limit its swing, moves all after that 
must recede. 

Firmly advice beginners buy only good all round 
females and with bull such have recommended start 
out with the idea building family for themselves breed- 
ing their own line. Every year some new family note 
discovered. one can tell where the next great prepo- 
tent bull phenomenal cow coming from. They certainly 
are not bred especially the men who chase after phenome- 
nal blood that some other person has been fortunate enough 
produce. advice the beginner try produce 
winning productive strain his own and let the other 
fellow the rainbow chasing. You have not only good 
right and even better chance producing the coveted prize 
than any other man the business. Your greatest question 
will ultimately come when you wish make outcross for 
your own family. Breeding bull equal even 
greater family may prove disastrous, the more pronounced 
strain the less liable mix well with equally pro- 
nounced strain. cow from your own herd sent neigh- 
boring sire that was bred similar lines some two three 
generations back probably the safest method you can 
pursue. and breeding, some families will stand 
more than others, but like fire, while good servant 
master most disastrous. Line breeding safer once 
and twice out; then again once and twice out has proven 
most successful line procedure for some men. 

The beginner least should understand that the selecting, 
breeding and mating any improved family something 
gamble. There are six sides animal say nothing 
the inside. 

Sometimes the most alluring ones sight, like the apples 
Sodom, turn ashes when put the test. 

Finally, last word the beginner make your 
mind breeder for improvement. man who simply 
buys dairy cows and turns bull out with them with view 
getting fresh milch cows has not grasped the breeder’s 
idea man with higher ambition than that had 


better take advice and let pure bred cattle alone. They 
will only deteriorate his hands; may know that 
same token fore-ordained and pre-destined fail- 
ure. the other hand can promise the man who has 
him become genuine breeder that will find the most 
interesting, might almost say the most fascinating, game 
the whole realm agriculture. With the right man enthu- 
siasm grows what feeds upon and is, barring unforeseen 
calamities, sure and more lucrative than any other branch 
farming.
